Frankfort, Ky., May 21.— The 
ooaaaiittee appointed by the legisla- 
fdiw to IhtbaHllMb' >ttb MBil^awaat 

u. the Eddyville Branch Prison luade 
its report before the adjournment of 
the legislators. Here are eome ex- 
tracts from that report: 

That the Warden, J. H. Happy, 
who ought to be in charge of aaid pri 
son, has be guilty of inexcusable neg 
lect in fldliag to ipaialn at tho prisow 
and overlook, •uperintend and direct 
in person tbe management of the in- 
stitution. The testimony satisfacturi 
ly shows that, during the months of 
March and April next before thia in 
veatigation, he was away from aaid 
penitentiary more than half of his 
time, and in fact was only in or alwut 
the prison twenty fourd/iys the whole 
ot March and April, 1897, and knew 
little or notiiing of what tranq^ired 
during his protracted and eoBtlaaM 
absence. The testimony shows that 
he waa at divers times and on many 
occasions away fWna tho iaatltation 
prior to March and April, 1S97. Boon 
after be aaaumed control of the pria 
on, on April S9, 1896, there waa a 
lisaatrous fire ia the penitentiary that 
consumed the workshops and occasion 
ed great loss to the Btate; this fire oc 
curred on tne night of May 14, 18!)6 
about 7:30 o'clock, when the warden 
as usual was absent, not in Eddyville 
but in tho city of Mayfield, Ky., as 
the testimony conduoee to show, in a 
negro church, making a speecti to an 
audience on the subject of prohibition 
tho same hour the property of Ken- 
tucky was destroyed aad ledaood to 
ashes by flame. 

Froai tho tosHawir baud by the 
the committee, as well as the inside 
and outside surroundings and appear 
aace of the prison, we are deeply im 

pte-'fd w:ili ihe hurtful ik -.z'-ct aud 
iiu.ip.-iclty mmiitVsied lu ilie piiytiva 
ii.i|Mnveniei)t of the itislitutiuu. 

From the tei«timony heard there 
fcewi to have been and doubtless was 
a cbaracieri )tic luoseuess threading 
through the entire busimn of tho in 

StItUtiOB. 

Convicts have been permitted to 
run at large in the city of Eddyville 
and community by the preseat bhiof 
oflScial of the prison to the anMfli 
and disguat of tbe citizena. 

Referring to the diaoharge of 
guard upon the chaiga «f dnttka 
new; the report says: 

We feel mro he was not diaoharged 
for drunkenuesi?; if he had been, T 
T. Uanberry and other guards would 
alao have bcoa disdiarged Ibr • simi 
lar reafon, because he in his testimo- 
ny admits he has been drunk since he 
haa been employed by wardea Happy 

and boasts that "when I get drunk I 
do it right." Uanberry confessed he 
waa drnak, aad them waa ao taatiato 
ny tending to show that Uoode was 
drunk, yet Goode was discharged and 
tne other retaioed. 

We feel that duty impels us to no 
tice the manifeet deaputism and re- 
lentlesa •pite that characteriies the 
administration of warden Happy, 
touching thoee who have moral eour 
age and integrity sufficient to perfoim 
their ofiioial duty and tliereiqr place 
themsslvea in antagonism to bin. 

*rhe comraittop, for the reasons sta 
ted, auggeata aud recommenda that 
said prison bo eoBtinned aad So per- 
petuated as a penitentiary, and fur 
ther recommends that an adequate 
sum of money be appropriated by 
the Oeneral Assembly of Kentucky 
for the rebuilding of worluhopa in the 

This report is signed by four mem 
bera of the committee — Messrs. Bims, 
ElaoN, White and Nance. Messrs. 
Winfrey and St^ make a minority 
repoit upholding the Warden. 

'ibecommittaothat investigated the 
Frankfort penitentiary also found 
many thing* that strongly indicate 
mismanagement. 

Warden Hancock's annual report 
that the chair fkctory had paid out for 
material $7,000 more than the total 
income, which indicated a heavy loss 
,to tho State, ibr besides the 17,000 
loss on material, there was the labor 
to be considered.
